Tha cheap sa 
loons may puta litthe more water in 
their whisky,but it contains no more 
poison than that which you purchase 
in the saloon where oil paintings 
adorn the walls and high-priced mir- 
rors set off to an adyantage fancy bar 
fixings. It is all the same. Faney 
saloo@s must make plenty of money 
in order to meet their expenses. 

“A jaw should be passed prohibit- 
ing the rectification that makes five 
barrels of whiskey out of one, Some 
whisky is put through a certain pro- 
cess whereby a large quantity of fusel 
oll is taken out. This whiskey is 
purchased by rectifiers, who will draw 
perhaps out ofa barrel but five gal- 
lo fill it cologne spirits, 
a large percentage of which is fusel 
oil, and then add drugs to give it the | 
proper color and taste.

A law which 
allows men to mix up and 
eell it simply for the purpose of inak- 
ing money should be repealed.

“An old liquor man stated to mea 
short time ago that he could not hold 
his trade and handle pure goods, and | 
in order to meet the demands for 
cheap whisky he had to adulterate, 
These statements I am ready to 
prove. Show me aman who adul-| 
terates his whisky and I will show 
you one that will not drink that 
which he sells to others.’’— Pittsburg 
Press.

He bathes every 
day ; after his bath ne rubs his body 
with perfumed butter, according to 
an ancient custom, and paints his 
eyes 80 as to make them appear large 
and terrible. In time of peace his 
robes are all white, but in war they 
are yellow. Samory bas a« harem of 
about 100 girls chosen from different 
parts of his kingdom. When he 
visits a village it is the custom of the 
locel chief to make him presents, in-

Tecumseh’s Prediction. 
Connected with the great earth- 
juake period of 1811-12, occurred one 
f the romances of American history. 
It was the lacky prediction of the 
reat earthquake that made the fame 
f Tecumseh, the celebrated “Indian 
Patse Prophet,” and led to the upris- 
ing of the Creek Nation and the 
ody Indian war that followed, 

Pr cumseh was a shawnee warrior, 
ind first appeared among the Semi- 
Holes in Florida and the Creeks in 
Alubama and Georgiaasearly as 1810, 
endeavoring to form them into a 
coufederacy, Whose alm it was to rise 
up against the whites in the North- 
east and exterminate them. He fail- 
ed, «and on the breaking out of the 
war with England, in 1812, entered 
the service of the British and again 
set oul to stir ap sedition among the 
Southern Indians. He had been told 
by the English when a comet would 
wppear, and he told his excited In- 
dian hearers that at a certain time 
they would see his arm stretched out 
over the sky, on fire, and that he was 
going to Detroit to prepare them for 
heir rising against the Americans, 
When the preper time came he would 
strike the ground with his foot so 
hurd that he would shake down the 
houves in their head city 

Ile left the Creeks, and at the time 
when he promised to smite the 
ground, strange to say, came the 
yreat earthquake. All the territory 
bordering onthe gulf was agitated, 
The ground of Alabama trembled 
hke an aspen, While from the earth 

nine terrifying rumbles and groans. 
Phe town of Tooekubateha, the capi- 
ot the Creeks, was shaken to rue 
» und ous the earth heayed and 
shook the frightened Indians ran 
fron their dwellings erying: ‘1 
cumseh ts at Detroit! Tecumseh is 
it Detroit! We feel the stamp of his 
foot-’? At the same time the comet 
tppeared in the heavens. This wae 
too much for the superstitious Creeks. 
They rose to a man, and after two 
years of sanguinary fighting they 
were a defeated and ruined nation. 
Tecumseh Was killed at the bate on

He was also a con- 
tributor to the North American Re- 
view and the editor of the well known 
Adams Letters, and is the author of 
the standard biopraphy of his grand- 
father John Adams, He was re- 
elected to the Thirty-seventh Con- 
gress, but was appointed Minister to 
England by President Lineoln in 
1861. In 1864 the degree of LL D. 
was conferred on him by Harvard 
University and in 1869 he became an 
overseer of that institution.

HIAGERSTOWN, November 20, 
Mr. Lewis C. Smith, who has been 
extremely ill for several weeks past, 
died here this afternoon, aged forty- 
three. Mr. Smith was born in 
Smithsburg, this county.

Crop Review 

CHIcaGao, ILL., Noy. 21.—The fol- 
lowing crop review will appear in 
this week’s issue of the Furmer’s Re- 
view: The reports from the winter 
wheat growing States indicate that 
the conditions are generally fayora 
ble for the growing grain. In eign- 
teen counties of Lilinois six report 
an increase acreage, and two a de 
crease acreage, indicating that the 
average for the State will be fully 
equal to that of the preceding year. 
In twelve counties in indiana, five 
report an increase, five average acre- 
age and two a decreased acreage. In 
eleven Kansas counties three report 
an increase, (wo an ayerage, and six 
a decreased acreage, 

lu Michigan six counties report an 
increase, four an average, two de- 
creased acreage. In fourteen Mis- 
souri counties four report an increase, 
three and ayerage and seven a de- 
creased acreage. In fifteen Ohio coun- 
ties four report an increase, ten Yn 
average one decrease, In nine Wis- 
consin counties four report an increase 
three an average and two decreased 
acreage. 

The average of the yield of corn 
does not vary but slightly from form- 
er reports.

too hard, a slight blow stops the un 

pleasant part of the play, and the 

punishment is recepted asa result of 
their own anger. When at the table 
little fingers reach for the hot coffee- 
pot, "No, no,” conveys the idea. 
The fingers go out again, regardless 
of the warning, and then alittle blow 
will settle the matter. Then the 
fingers will come out again to test 








ecavse and effect. The same punish- 
ment must follow without any word 
f of reproof or warning. These lessons 
« repeated in various ways will settle 
the question of authority at a very 
early age and the rod will soon be 
laid aside. 

In training a horse it is yery im- 
portant not to excite resentment. It 

> is equally important in training the 
child, It is therefore laid down as a 
good rule not to strike a colt twice, 
unless the offence be repeated. Let 
the blow follow the wrong-doings, 
and letit be severe in proportion to the 
iniquity, but it must not be repeated. 
With the child make one blow quick 
and without warning, answer the 
purpose. ‘Thesuddenness and ac- 
companying surprise, make the sin- 
gle stroke doubly effectual. By 
avoiding repetition, the resentment 
which comes from a prolonged whip- 
ping is avoided. The actual pain in- 
flicted my be so slight in some cases 
as to be hardly worth attention. 

Later in life, asudden punishment 
of this kind may be made useful to 
control * persistent wrong-doing, to 
arrest a willful infringment of an- 
other child’s right and in many other 
eases when there is no time for words, 
The suddan surprise to a cert. n ex- 
tent, conveys an idea of the enormi 
ty of the offence; hence, all such 
measures should, later in life, be re- 
served for grave offences and especial 
cases, 

For the stubborn, those lacking i 
selfesteem, the heedless and persist- 
ent, especial modification must be 
made. But those in charge must 
constantly bear in mind that the 
child’s wellfare is the object to be 
sought and must not allow self- 
esteem, convenience, anger or annoy- 
ance to interfere with this one great 

r- law. Lastly. it is well to remember 
that the right which the parent has 
to control or command a child is giy- 
en by love. If you do not love your 
child, you have no more right to give 
it a command than you have to issue 
an order to your neighbor. If anger 
or vexation for the moment stifles 
love, then your right to stand in 
judgment is gone. Action must bi 
suspended until love returns asa vin-

How Postage Stamps are Made. 
The design of the stamp is engrav- 
teel, and, in printing, plates 
wre used on whieh two hundred 


stamps have been engrayed. Two 


men are kept busy at work covering 
these with colored inks and passing 
them to a ian and girl, who are 
equally busy printing them on’ large 
hand presses, Three of these little 
squads are employed all the time, 
Atter the small sheets of paper con- 
taining two hundred printed stamps 
ire dried enough, they are sent into 
‘nother room and gummed, The 
gum used for this purpose is a pecu- 
liar composition, nade of the powder 
of dried potatoes and other vegeta- 
bles mixed with water. After hay- 
ing been again dried, this time on 
little racks fanned by steam power 
for about an hour, they are put be- 
tween sheets of pastetoard and press- 
ed in hydraulic presses capable of 
ipplying a weight of two thousand 
tons. The next thing is to cut the 
sheet in two; each sheet, of course, 
when cut containing one hundred 
stamps. This is done by a girl, with 
alarge pair of shears, cutting by’ 
hand being preferred to that done by 
machinery, which would destroy too’ 
many stamps. Next they are press- 
ed once more, and then packed and’ 
labeled and stowed away, to be sent 
out to the various offices when want 
ed. If asingle stamp is torn off or 
inany way mutilated, the whole 
sheet of one hundred stanips is 
burned, Not less than fiye bundred 
thousand are said to be burned every 
week from this cause. The greatest 
cure is taken in counting the sheets 
of stamps to guard against pillering 
by employes, and it is said that dur- 
ing the last twenty years not a ain- 
wie sheet has been lost in this way.

Morris Warner, press agent for 
Barnum’s circus, said toa New York 
Mail Express representative; 
In the ‘good old days’ a circus would 
travel from town to town by vans, 
after the style of Mrs. Jarley’s wax- 
works. To-day it travels by rail in 
its own cars specially built and 
adapted for the conveyance of the 
troupe, and the various muterial parts 
of the show. There are cars made 
expreas!y for the elephants, tigers and 
other beasts, sleeping cars for the per- 
formers, comfortable box stall-cars 
for the horses and a kitchen and din- 
ning-room ears for the executive 
staff. Like an army, a circus has a 
general. He knows every town on 
a circuit and speaks of it as a $2,000, 
$5,000, $10,000 or $20,000 town, as the 
case inay be, meaning, of course, the 
amount the town is good for to the 
company’s treasury. He knows the 
people of the town, their likes and 
dislikes, what day they have the 
most money and all the other things 
necessary to follow up an attack to 
victory, After laying out his route, 
he sends his skirmishers, generally 
twenty-four in number, in close sue 
cession one after the other to super- 
intend the advertising, arrange hotel 
accommodations, procure food for the 
stock and make contracts of varios 
kinds.

The recent municipal elections in 
Massachusetts have produced signifi- 
cant results in one direction. OF 
seventeen cities that held elections 
thirteen voted against license. Nine 
of these thirteen cities yoted license 
a yearago and the other four bave 

| repeated their former vote against 
the saloons. Chelsea. Taunton, Holy- 
oke und Lawrence are the four towns 
which have voted for license. Fall 
ltiver, which in 1885 gaye 1,800 ma- 
jority for license, now register a 
inajority of 204 votes against it. This 
is a striking change, and the turn of, 
public opinion exhibited in the ae- 
tion of the other eight cities which 
have declared against the saloon is 
ilmost equally decided. The general 
resultin the thirteen Massachusetts 
cities indicates conclusiveis the 
yrowth of a strong sentiment against 
the influence of the saloon in polities 
ind society. The fall River yote is 
specially significant, the place being 
t great manutacturing centre, and 
the condemnation of license conse- 
quently implying an expression of 
emperance opinion by that labor 
element which suffers most from the 
dominance of the rum power.

t f the recent change is the 
iseressive course of the eae inter- 
est. The latter, alarmed by thespread 
of temperance, has organized in its 
turo, and claiming that its business 
ix nllogether innocent and reputable, 
has let it be known that it intended 
to employ all its influence to punish 
its eoemies and reward its friends. 
Chis movement evidently has had 
the effect of rousing publie attention, 

fut the same time of inciting in- 
dignation. The increasing strength 

temperance organization has of 
course been another factor in the case, 
ind the anti-satoon agitation unques- 
tionably bas counted for something. 
Phe eyent proves that municipal elee- 
tions, When party politics do not ran 
so high as usual, are favorable to the 
scttlemeat of social problems of the 
kind, while it is equally apparent 
that the people are awaking more 
in_d more to the dangers of saloon 
influence, and are becoming more re- 
svived to put a stop to the abuse, It 
must also be pointed out that the 
yote of these Mussachusetts cities is 
enphatically an anti-saloon vote, 
ind pot a prohibition yote; and it 

vufirms the wisdom of the movye- 
ment Which temperate Republicans 
haye set on foot within the past year, 
snd the chief end and aim of which 
is to effect just what these municipal- 
ities have done for themselves. The 
Massachusetts city elections, in fact, 
area striking demonstration of the 
timeliness and sound policy of the 
aunti-saloon agitation and organiza- 
tion-—WV.

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We present below a short resume 
of the anti-Mormon law passed last 
week by the House of Representa- 
tives, and which has already passed 
the Senate, but yet a law owing 
to some disagreements. Theamend- 
ments and bill are now in charge of 
a committee of conference composed 
of Congressmen and Senators and

The Proposed Revenue Bill. 

WASHINGTON, January 24.—The 
pretection Democrats completed con- 
sideration to-night of the bill to re- 
duce thesurplus revenue, upon which 
they haye been at word for some 
time past. The meeting to-night 
was held in the House appropriations 
eommittee room, and was attended 
by aboul twenty Congressmen, in- 
eluding members from the Southern 
anti-internal revenue organization, 
The principal and general features of 
the bill are the same that have been 
published from time to time, It 
wipes out the tax on tobacco and 
weiss beer, and also the license tax on 
dealers in whisky. The question 
whether the tax on alcohol used in 
the arts should be removed, or the 
tax on whisky should be reduced, is 
left on open one, to be decided by the 
House, The provisions of the Ran- 
dall bill, which increased the duties 
in certain cases, are stricken out. 
The free list of the Randall bill has 
also been augmented. Lamber, goats’ 
hair, fur used in making hats, jute 
are among the articles placed on the 
free list. The duty on steel rails is 
reduced to $18. The principal feat- 
ures of the Hewitt custom adminis- 
trative bill are incorporated in the 
new bill together with some additions 
suggested by the Treasury Depart- 
ment. What is known as the *ware- 
house’’ section of the Hewitt bill, 
however, iseliminated. It is expect- 
#0 that the customs section of the bill 
will effect a reduction of about $10,- 
600,000, and that the total reduction 
of revenue made by the bill will be 
from fifty-five to sixty million dol- 
lars. The intention in framing the 
eustoms portion of the bill was to 
avoid as far as possibla all questions 
likely to lead to controversy. The 
committee appointed at the last meet 
jog will confer with Speaker Carlisle 
as to the best mode of procedure.

The Fishery Dispute, 


LONDON, Jan, 28.—The subject of 
the disputebetween the United States 
and Great Britain in regard to the 
Canadian fisheries was brought upin 
the House of commons this afternoon. 
Sir James Ferguson, parliamentary 
| secretary of the Foreign Office, in 
answer to inquiries, said that the 
government had been conferring with 
the government of the United States

Only a few years ago Virginia was 
an agricultural state, and a very poor 
one at that, and no Protectionist 
would think of standing for election 
to Congress, except the manufac- 
turing district around Petersburg. 
Northern capital then poured in; 
fron and coal were dug out of the 
ground, mills and factories, employ- 
ing thousands of men, sprang up, 
wealth and prosperity came to com- 
munities which formerly barely ex- 
isted by tilling the soil and, pres- 
to, change! Now, in every part of 
the State, excepting in a few counties 
on tidewater Virginia owned almost 
exclusively by a tew old bourbon 
landholders, the people are crying 
for protection. With the coming of 
wealth came a recognition of the 
necessity of protecting the source of 
that wealth. When there was noth 
ing to protect no arguments could 
convince the people that a high tariff 
was to their advantage, and it has 
taken the material lesson to open 
their eyes.! 


A glance at the different sections of 


the State shows the business of Pro- 
téction better than columns of statis- 
tics. The great iron district in the 
Southwest was strongly Democratic 
until Northern capital began unearth- 
ing its wealth a little whileago. Now 
it is for protection, and last fall elec- 
ted a Republican by a big majority, 
purely on the tariff issue. 

The Richmond district has also 
taken to Protectionist ideas, and a 
Democrat represents it solely because 
he isin favor of a protective tariff. 
When the Democratic party is forced 
to the square tariff issue, as it soon 
must be, Richmond will send a Re- 
publicon to Congress. 

The thrifty Petersburg district has 
a Republican representative. Lynch- 
burg, with its factories and its thriv 


ing industries, put its foot on Free 


Trade last fall aod elected an Inde- 
pendent Protectionist to Congress. 
The wealthy seaport city of Norfolk 
finds Protection necessaay, and elects 
a Republican regularly. The Fred- 
ericksburg district has just awakened 
from its long slumber since the war, 
and with the awakening came the 
election in November of a Republi- 
can. 

The Staunton district has for some 
time been awake to the necessity of 
protecting its infant industriu! plants, 
but kept Randolph Tucker in Wash 
ington on account of his personal 
popularity. Tucker retired lust No 
vember and Staunton replaced him 
with a good Republican Protection- 
ist. Even the Bourbon Danville dis 
trict set its foot down on Cabell and 
free trade. 

And which districts are still in the 
free trade coluun? Two which are 
commercially dead and likely to re- 
main so—Alexandria and Harrisson- 
burg. It looks very much, indeed, 
as if the mother of the Southern 


States were taking the lead toward | 


breaking up the solid free trade

Curiosities of Ice. 

Some years ago,a neighbor brought 
to the writer’s study a cake of ice 
which he had cut from a water pail. 
Its top was like all such pieces of ive, 
but it had a horn of ice growing from 
it, and turning it over, the ander side 
showed that the horn was hollow 
and was filled with water when the 
cake formed. It was brought as a 
“freak of nature,”’ but a careful ex- 
amination showed how the horn was 
formed. The pail of water stood in 
a chair near a stove, while the horn 
pointed directiy towards a small hole 
in the wall opposite. A current of 
air had swept across the pail and so 
weakened the ice at that point, and 
in expanding it had burst at its 
weakest point. 

Ice Is a crystal, or better, a great 
mass of crystals. The little bits of 
ice grow together in one definite 
form, that of thesix-pointed star. A 
complete crystal is a benutiful star, 
But most crystals are very incom- 
plete, being broken up, or else sey- 
eral frozen together into a single 
mass The form of these crystals 
if@a be readily seen by looking ata

I ! - i I ned 
vyhen vap ] in th ippe 
ns of air, ou is dew Is t 
lupon the earth’s surface, and they 
ire frozen directly from the vapor 
Muny reasons tend to show that all 
the light, fleecy cloulds, seen at great 


heights, consist of these snow masses 
still floating in the air, So if any 
cold object is placed before the vapor, 
1 mass of snow forms upon it, A 
board before an engine’s escape pipe 
on a cold day soon become coated 
with snow or frost, and the layer 
grows as long it continues cold. The 


ice often forms long spikes, all point- | 


ing towards the escaping steam and | 


growing towards it. Such masses of 
ice formed upon posts and stones on 
top of Mount Washington, in New 
Hampshire, some years since, four 
feet long. A strong northwest wind 
was blowing at the time, and the air 
was remarkably damp. Soon after 
it commenced, every object became 
coated with ice, and on all the more 
prominent points it continued to 
grow for two days. 

The beautiful coatings of ice which 
cover trees and bushes in the winter 
ire formed in nearly the same way. 
They come when the bushes and 
trees are cold, while the air is a little 
Warmer and full of moisture, Then 
the branches and twigs quickly coat 
the frost often accumulating until the 
tree carries a load of tons, ‘Thousands 
of forestand ornamental trees were 
LroKeH last sprit, ia the astern 
States, by such a load of ice, Though 
c dan ice storm, it differed from 
many other storms only in its greater 





severity and longer duration, 
Perhaps the greatest curiosity In 
the way of ice formation eyery 
known was the loading of the tele- 
graph wires in Siberia, a few winters 
ago. Such an ice storm occurred 
there, and the wires were all coated 
Then a rain followed, and long icicles 
were formed, hanging from the wires, 
Soon the sun came out and melted 
the ice on the top of the wires so that 
the ice turned around the wires, mak- 
ing the icicles all point upwards like 
the teeth of acomb, Then the ice 
again froze to the wires, and there it 
remsined for several days, until fi- 
nally a strong wiod shook the ice off, 
All these curious forms result from 
different conditions of condensation.

The Senate bill for the redemption 
and recoinage of the trade dollar, 
which was passed in the House of | 
Representatives on Saturday by a 
vote of 175 to 36, provides that for a 
period of six months after its passage 
trade dollars, if not defaced, mutilat- 
ed or stamped, shall be received at 
their face value forall dues to the 
United States. The coin shall then 
be retired from circulation. During 
the same period such unmutilated | 
coins will also be received at the 
treasury of the United States in ex- 
ehange for a like amount of standard 
silver dollars of subsidiary coinage. 
All the trade dollars so redeemed 
must be recoined into standard silver | 
dollars or subsidiary coinage, but | 
euch recoinage shall not be considered 
as part of the silver bullion required | 
to be purchased monthly and coined 
into standard dollars. The bill re- | 
peals all laws authorizing tne issu-| 
ance of trade dollars. 





Tne Anti-Polygamy Bill 

WASHINGTON, Feb, 11.—After a 
Tong session to-day the conferrees on 
the anti-polygamy bill reached a 
complete agreement on the points of | 
difference between the two houses. | 
It eludes what are regarded by the 
eonferrees as the best features of the 
House and Senate bills. The section 
of the Senate bill which provides for | 
the appointment of a board of trus- | 
tees to administer on the property of 
the Mormon Church is omitted. The | 
bili repeals the charter of the Mor- 
mon Church, and instructs the attor- 
ney-general to institute proceedings 
to recover all of the property of that 
corporation which was not acquired 
im accordance with the laws of the | 
Wnitea States. (Churches, grounds, 
ehurch-yards and property used for 
purposes of worship are not inter- 
fered with.) It also revokes the 
charter of the Mormon Immigration 
Society, and devotes the property of 
both of the corporations to public | 
school purposes. It leaves the elec- 
tion laws substantially as they are at 
present, except that it vests in the 
President the power to appoint pro- 
bate judges, subject to confimation 
By theSenate. The provisions of the

Ancient Viliages. 


Mr. Stevenson's researches this 
season resulted in the discovery of | 
several ancient villages, cue of which | 
is located on the Little Colorado. 
This village extends over an area of 
three miles. Many of the houses | 
stand two anid threo stories high, 
built of square, flit stones laid in 
mortar. Several of the larger build 
ings, forming one group, are situated 
along the banks of a small canyon. 
This canyon presented many evi- 
dences of the handiwork of the abo- 
riginies who inhabited the dwellings 
along its banks. In the walls of this 
canyon are many small niches and | 
eayities which had been walled up, | 
Jeaving only a small aperture through 
which to place small articles, The} 
plaster, some of which the party dug | 
out, still retains the finger-marks and | 
impressions of the masons who built | 
them. These little bins must haye 
been for the purpose of storing wild 
seeds and grain, for such were all} 
they contained. Agriculture, in the | 
sense as now understood, was un- 
known to these people. The domes- 
tication of animals was also un- 
known to them. Away from this 
group of dwellings, up the canyon | 
for several miles, were found houses | 
and corrals of various shapes and 
sizes. Surrounding this village is a 
series of yolcanic hills or Knolls from 
fifty to three hundred feet in height. 
On the summit of each was found 
either a round of octagonal shaped 
tower, or fortification, This was 
evidently the object, from the fact 
that only one entrance was found to 
any of them, and they were in all 
cases fornished with port-holes about 
breast bigh, and were seldom so cou. 
structed inside as to indicate permu- 
nent dwellings. It wus quite impos- 
sible to conjecture the age

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The American's Washington cor- 
respondent aays in Sunday’s issue: 

*Mr. McComas had quite a spiri- 
ted bout with Samuel Randall today 
in the House on the Sundry Ciyil 
Appropriation bill. Randall! has not 
yet gotten over being beaten by Mr. 
McComas on the Baltimore Postoftice 
increase when the bill was first pas- 
eed, and the debate today was ani- 
mated. It was on the motion to con- 
eur in the Senate appropriation of 
$25,000 for the education of the people 
of Alaska, without regard to race. 
For three years Raddall has defeated 
this Senate amendment when insert- 
ed, and various men have tackled 
Randall to beat him, but failed, and 
therefore, when the House sided with 
Mr. McComas and passed the amend- 
ment it made Randall furious. Dar- 
ing his remarks Mr. McCornas said: 
“This House has buried this bill 
twice, although the Senate has pas- 
sed it. It is to educate all illiterates 
in Alaska, and is referred to in the 
Blair bill. Once again the appro- 
priation committee tries to stifle the 
common schvuols in Alaska. It would 
be a disgrace to civilization for the 
House to refuse to appropriate $25,- 
000 to educate the children of these 
people. The whites, half-breeds and 
other natives who under Russia had 
enjoyed schools for a century, had 
last year paid into the United States 
Treasury $335,000.’ He _ protested 
that these people should not be al- 
lowed to relapse into barbarism, but 
that we should support the territorial 
organization and foster a love for our 
country by teaching the English lan- 
guage to the ten or twelve thousand 
children of the thirty thousand in- 
habitants already there and rapidly 
increasing. Mr. McComas was aided 
in his fight by ex-Governor Long of 
Massachusetts, Adams of Lilinois, 
Crutcheon, of Michigan, Anderson, 
of Kansas, and Hill of Ohio. The 
amendment was carried, although 
Randall fought it to the end.”’ 





Violating the Platform. 


The Senate voted an amendment to 
the Post Office Bill giving a subsidy 
of $500,000 for conveying the South 
American mails. 

If there was one thing plainly ex-

Modern Miracles. 

Neurypnology, or the science of 
nerve sleep, is the latest medical dis- 
covery in Paris, and a school of phy- 
growing up that treats 
diseases on this principle. The cable 
brings interesting reports of the ex- 
periments of Dr. Charcot, a scientist, 
who looks like the first Napcleon and 
lives In great Juxury in one of the 
most superb in Paris, as a 
man should do who accomplishes the 
miracles accredited to him, The ex- 
periments of Dr. Charcot, we are told, 
prove as perfectly practicable as the 
transmission by magnetism from one 
person to another of certain nervous 
phenomena, such as dumbness, pa- 
ralysis of the legs and arms, violent 
pains and coxalgia, and the final 
elimination of the evil from the orig- 
| inal suffer. The cures haye been nu- 
merous and areindisputable. Reports 
of this character are almost inyariably 
exaggerated, and it would not be 
necessary for Dr, Charcot to accomp- 
lish more than three or four import- 
ant cures in order to haye his fame 
spread widely. Still, the evidence is 
| well founded, ana physicians like Dr. 
Hlammond and others in this country 
believe that everything related is 
quite possible. The matter is inter- 
| esting and important from the weight 
it bears upon the question of the 
future of medicine. 

In the past it was deemed vitally 
necessary that, in the treatment of 
disease, there should be plenty of 
drugging. Reyolting concoctions 
even as late as two centuries ago were 
administered. Then came the sick- 
eping masses compounded of herbs 
| andthe like, Since medicine became 
| a real science, howeyer, the tendency 
has been more to dispense, as far as 
| possible, with indiscriminate dosing. 
The first manifestation of this was 
the homeopathic system, Now the 
best doctors give very little medicine, 
and there is a disposition to dispense 
with it altogether, The modern 
tendency is clearly in the direction of 
curing diseases, particularly those of 
neryous eharacter, wholly without 
drugging, and hence we have the 
faith treatment and similar vagaries. 
These may be false and absurd, but 
they illustrate the growing conclusion 
that nature can, almost in the major- 
ity of cases, be left safely to herself, 
With good nursing and some obvious 
und simple aids she will do what is 
necessary of her own free will, Itis 
found that the majority of people 
| who die at an advanced age were in 
| the habit of taking very little medi- 
cine. The experiments of Dr. Char- 
| cot, as described, are very Interesting. 
The possibilities of magnetism, etc., 
ure yet to be seen.

its pure and bracing atmosphere, 
and its magnificent and far-reaching 
view to the east and south. No bet- 
ter place for hayfever anywhere, so 
says a sufferer, Here Sheetz played 
the roll of “tavern keeper’ for many 
years. It was the drovers retreat, 
How the “cow boys’’ and “pig pel- 
ters’? would pelt their halting ani- 
mals to reach this favorite resort; 
and well they might, for they were 
always well cared for and fed of the 
best, and not allowed too much cheap 
whiskey. The house had a good run 
of custom ; was orderly and in good 
repute, He was remarkable for his 
quiet and gentlemanly demeanor ; 
indeed, he was an old time Maryland 
gentleman. He kept up the business 
in connection with an adjoining farm 
until the road and its trafic went 
down. In the spring of he, 
with his grown family, removed to 
Iowa, where he still resides—alone. 
Notwithstanding his great age he is 
still vigorous and active—runs a 
small farm and rides to his town,| 
six or eight miles distant, frequently 
He has always been an 
inveterate reader of the Baltimore | 
Sun—his politics may inferred 
with considerable accuracy —has been 
its constant subscriber ever since its 
commencement, and in turn it has 
been his shibboleth for nearly halfa 
century. Only afew years ago the

Dennis Connelly was the jury- 
man who stood out for conyiction 
and when the jury was before court 
he said that his judgment was final. 
The court thereupon discharged the 
jury from further service. 


The most serious labor trouble in 
the country at present is the strike 
of the iron moulders in the region 
extending from St. Louis to Pitts- 
burg. In most of the large places 
within these limits the men went out 
Monday. About 6,000 moulders are 
involved. The trouble is of the sym- 
pathetie kind which has come gnto 
fashion of late, and is intended to 
preyent the use of patterns made by 
a boycotted firm in St. Louis. Ap- 
parently it will be a long struggle. 
The employes have a large stock on 
hand, and are determined to yindi- 
cate their right to make whatever 
contracts, and use whatever patterns, 
they please, 


Mr. Camden is still trying to get 
back to the Senate from West Vir- 
ginia, and his particular friends are 
hopeful of being able to get the ex- 
Senator elected at the extra session 
of the Legislature this week, not- 
withstanding that the Governor has 
appointed Mr. Lucas. If, by an ex- 
traordinary conjunction of appar- 
ently conditions, Mr, 
Camden should be elected, the two 
gentlemen will go to Washington to 
contest the seat, and then the fur will 
fly. The Senate, which would be 
called on to settle the matter in this 
case, would undoubtedly lean to Mr.

Obituary. 

Harriet M, Brown, widow of the 
late Henry Brown, died on the 15th 
of April, 1887, in Grantsyille, of an 
acute illness of many weeks dur- 
ation. Besides for a uumber of years 
she had been afflicted with nearly 
the severest of all pnysical infirmi- 
ties—al most total blindness, Yet all 
these ills of life were borne from first 
to last without murmer or complaint.

She was born near Frostburg, Md., 
in 1808-her parents were William and 
Margaret Shutz.

Her late husband met a most 
shocking death in May, 1869, from 
the explosion of some part of the 
machinery ina barrel factory. Since 
then her life has been more than pre- 
viously retired.

The readers of the REPUBLICAN 
are familiar with the dispute between 
Maryland and West Virginia with 
reference to the boundary line sepa- 
rating the two 'States. The dispute 
is one of long standing and has al- 
ready been the Cause of much incon- 
venience and great trouble to people 
living in the disputed territory. In 
1859 the line in controversy was run 
under a joint commission of Virginia 
and Maryland, The report of the 
commission was duly ratified by the 
Legislature of Maryland on the 5th 
of March, 1860, but the Legislature 
of Virginia neyer took any action 
upon the report, and when the State 
of West Virginia came into existence 
it inherited the quarrel. At intervals 
since i860, the Legislature of Mary- 
land, by Jgipt resolutions, passed by 
the Legislature, has called the atten- 
tion of West Virginia to the matter, 
No attention was paid to the subject 
until the present Legislature now in 
session in that State. It was gener- 
ally supposed that the line as run in 
1859, and adopted in good faith by 
Maryland, would be ratified by West 
Virginia.

New Yosk, April 29.—R. G. Dun

Tne Inter-State bill is doubtless 
charged with much interruption of 
business that does not belong to it,

By convincing proof that Boston’: 
export trade would be destroyed if 
the customary rebates and fayoring 
rates were refused, the Commission 
was led to yirtually suspend the 
operation of the second section for 
the benefit of the Boston roads. The 
Pacific roads obtained exemption and 
reduced their rates, except the Union 
Pacific, which was by error omitted. 

In the session at Atlanta the Com- 
mission was informed of many pro- 
jected enterprises, contracts for which 
had been suspended until the ques- 
tion of rates could be settled. A con- 
tract for 60,000 tons of paving at 
Malboro, N. H., was refused, rates 
being advanced three times as much 
as the expected profit, Vast quanti- 
ties of freight accumulate at many 
points awaiting results of appeals to 
the mer- 
chants complain as to injury in some 
trades. New Orleans expected an 
improvement but realizes none, and 
finds business upset. Cleveland feels 
the injury in important branches. 
Hartford manufacturers find that the 
act threatens to exclude them from 
many markets.

Drouth in Texas Broken. 
Wortru, TEAsSX May 
received from thirty-two 
points show that copious rains haye 
fallen within the past twenty-four 
hours throughout Northern, Central 
and Western Texas, extending north 
into Indian Territory, west to Mex- 
ico and south beyond Austin. 

In this Territory 
not enough rain has fallen at any 
one time within eighteen months to 
settle the dust.

Food in the Spring. 

In the springtime of the year there 
| is great occasion for care in the mat- 
ter of food. The kind that has sat 
isfied and supported the body during 
the winter has seryed its purpose and 
is no longer fit for use. In cold 
weather the human system can 
assimilate materials that would clog 
and derange it in spring. There is 
no need for drugs to make people feel 
well when the things which haye re- 
mained dormant in the ground begin 
to give signs of life. A judicious 
change of diet is required ; that is all, 
It is better to take the materials for 
health from the grocer than from the 
druggist, Begin the morning meal 
with extra allowance of fruit. 
Take two sound oranges or apples if 
you have been eating only or 
three if you have been eating two. 
Be sure there is no decay in the fruit 
employed in this manner, Eat good 
bread and butter. If you are a coffee 
or tea drinker, moderate the usual 
allowance. If you are a hot-water 
drinker, take as much as you like. If 
you take half as 
much as you do in winter. Pork is 
unfit for human food at any season. 
Eut less butter and grease of all kinds 
in spring. If potatoes are sound and 
mealy they are not objectionable ; 
| cheesey potatoes are unfit. There is 
| the utmost need for the exercise of 
caution in the use of vegetables of 
every kind. Unless they have been 
well preseryed and have a whole- 
some flavor, the part of wisdom is to 
avoid them. Raw cabbage that has 
been spoiled by freezing is often 
served in the oyster houses of a cer- 
tain class. The odor is disagreeable 
and readily marks it, In spring it is 
important that the heaviest meal 
should be eaten in the middle of the 
day. The warm rains produce an 
atmospheric condition which causes 
drowsiness. Eating a hearty mealin 
the midst of this pressure adds to 
the weight upon the system, In day- 
light the demands of business or duty 
will enable you to cope with it. In 
the evening there is no such stimu- 
lus and the result is injury to health. 
The evening meal should be light 
and easily digested. Don’t eat buck- 
wheat cakes or doughnuts. If you 
are a meat eater, be sure that the 
meat has been broiled or roasted, 
Don’t eat fried food of any kind. It 
is not desirable to feel that you have 
eaten enough. Moderation is the 

best doctor.—/lerald af Fealth,
